In some sections the advance has 
been so extreme that at present prices 
land has no chance to “ pay itself off.” 
In Iowa, for example, the boom that 
shot some lands up to $500 an acre and 
more is deplored by many agricultural 
experts. In most instances speculators 
—not actual farmers—reaped the bene- 
fit. 

The land was run up even ahead of 
commodity prices, which were then at 
their peak, and now the drop in mar- 
kets has put the purchaser on the 
rocky roads, especially if he happened 
to be a tenant buying on time. In the 
richest part of the Illinois corn belt 
experts last summer were maintaining 
that land at $500 would never “ pay 
off” with a reasonable return.

NEW I. O. U. FLOOD 

Increased pay for patrolmen, two ad- 
ditional lieutenants of detectives, con- 
solidation of the sérgeant and detective 
sergeant ranks, and 100 new motor- 
cycles are the four principal recom- 
mendations which Chief of Police Fitz- 
morris will submit to the finance com- 
mittee today. 

Mayor Thompson, Chairman Richert

and it was decided to begin work on the 
1921 appropriation bill within a week. 
The council will be asked to pass the 
budget before Feb. 1 to permit the city 
to meet pay rolls on money borrowed on 
anticipation tax warrants. 

Money cannot be borrowed on tax an- 
ticipation warrants until the tax levy 
ordinance which accompanies the bud- 
get is passed, and unless a loan is made 
available through the issuance of war- 
rants it may be necessary to ask the 
legislature to approve the issue of cer- 
tificates of indebtedness — commonly 
known as I O U’s—as was done in 1919.

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PROTECTION 


Crooks Quick to Use Good 
Highways. 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 

Springfield, Ill., Dec.’ 13.—[Special.] 
—A total of $25.940,000 has been spent 
on Illinois highways. Other roads 
under construction will take an esti- 
mated $14,247,000 more and a $60,000,- 
000 bond issue is waiting to be ex- 
pended. 

The surrounding states of Indiana, 
Kentucky, Missouri, Iowa, and Wis- 
consin also have spent large sums and 
contemplate investing much larger 
amounts. 

These will provide enlarged and 
modern facilities for the thieves, rob- 
bers, holdup men, pickpockets, and 
other crooks who desire to rush out 
in-an auto from a city, commit a crime 
and hurry back to their hiding places: 
The only effective curb so far devised 
is state police. The adoption of that 
policy will be urged upon the next 
Illinois legislature. 


; Good Roads Increasing Fast. 

_ Probably few realize at what rate 
permanent highways are being con- 
structed. In federal aid roads 404 miles 
of concrete construction have been 
completed in Illinois, also sixteen miles 
of brick, nine miles of bituminous 
concrete -and bituminous macadam, 
and 120 miles of earth and oiled earth 
roads. That is a total of 549 miles, of 
which nearly all is-in service. In ad-

earth and oiled earth roads have beeen 
completed. That's another 195 miles. 
To this might be added 32 miles under 
contract. at‘ present. 

Altogether Illinois has now 1,388 
miles of permanent roads 


and 636 miles of earth ania oiled earth 
roads which have been improved. 
Some of the latter will have pavements 
later. This does not take into account 
the construction in progress.

There were important developments 

yesterday when the aldermanic fellows 
g® together in session in the counci™ 
chambers to act on the ordinance 
drafted by Ald. Anton Cermak to regu- 
late wrestling by commission rule in 
Chicago. Here’s what happened: 

Clause in ordinance concerning city tax 
revised, so that clubs will pay 5 per cent 
of gross receipts instead of 10 per cont.

Decision reached to make Cormak ordi- 
mance apply te wrestling only, instead of 

_ including other sports. 

Ordinance returned to corporation ¢coun- 
sel for finishing touches after revisions 
were complieted, to be presented to council 
gommittee today and introduced fer pas- 
sage in city council tomorrow. 

Recommendation made that Chief of Po- 
lice Fitzmorris reconsider his decision not 
to allow permit for the benefit wrestling 
show to be held at Second Regiment ar- 
mory on Saturday night and that sanc- 
tion be granted. 


It took about two hours to get the 
ordinance in satisfactory shape, there 
being present besides several aldermen 
wrestling promoters, wrestlers, and 
newspaper men. Every one was given 
a chance to offer suggestions, and after 
the completion of the revising job it 
was the consensus that commission 
rule for wrestling will not only place 
the sport on a higher plane in Chicago 
but make it more successful than ever. 

The commission probably will be 
made up of six members, two aldermen, 
three laymen, and a city official who 
shall act as secretary. The commis- 
sion will have full power to govern the 
sport, and as soon as the ordinance is 
passed by the council, a set of rules will 
be drafted by the commission. 


Phil Bartleme Resigns 
as Michigan Director 
Ann Arbor, Mich., Dec. 13.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Phil Bartleme, since 1919 direc- 
tor of outdoor athletics at the Univer- 
sity of Michigan, has tendered his resig- 
nation to the athletic board of control 
to take effect June 30. The board is 
unable to act, as Bartleme’s appoint- 
ment was made by the regents and they 
will have to act on his resignation. No 
was given by Mr. Baftileme for 

his action. - 

The athletic board has approved 
plans for completing the stadium on 
Ferry field, and.if bids do not exceed 
$400,000, work will be started in the 
spring and finished before the opening 
of the next football season.

Opera Receives Its 
World Premier Here

Leoncavallo wrote his last opera, 
*Edipo Re,” for his friend. Last eve. 
ging When that sixty minutes of con. 
gensed tragedy was given its world 

re at the Auditorium; with 
mitta Ruffo in the title role, one’ rec. 
ognized that here was a composer for.. 
typate in that friend. 

For Ruffo calculated eagerly, earn- 
estly, and loyally for every effect. He 
ytilized to the last iota all his con- 
summate. operatic mastery that we 
might hear only the lyric gold in this 
pitter fragment. He labored lovingly 
and to a decided purpose that his mag. 
netism, his unblemished artistry, yoked 
gith that incongruous and unabashed 
team mate, his unquestioned vocal 
nokum, his ineluctable charm of per- 
sonality, might help to sweep cold crit- 
icism, fault finding, or the querulous 
quibble into the mad, hot stream of un- 
restrained enthusiasm, 

He‘almost did it, too. He made us 
forget the stretches of dreary recita- 
tive and tedious melodic explanations 
corning oraciés and their ominous re- 
marks that it seemed to be the life's 
work of each and every character to 
indulge in at the slightest provocation. 
He worked to such purpose that we 
heard only the melodies that in their 
unpretentious sincerity came close to 
the inspirational moments of Leonca- 
yallo's masterpiece, “ Pagliacci.” 

Yes, last evening Titta Ruffo, with 
his blood stained face and red smeared 
hands, as he took-his uncountable cur- 
tain calls and bowed with a little blind 
faltering to the storming applause, had 
made us believe that Leoncavallo had 
written a gory if at times a trifle con- 
yentional masterpiece. 

There is little space for detailth com- 
mentary on the musical score, but one 
remarkably built orchestral climax 
should- be mentioned—the one when 
Edipe and Gioasta flee shrieking, hor- 
ror stricken, and the chorus surges on 
the stage. Remarkable because of the 
unbelievable simplicity: of the means 
employed to create an uhforgettable 
moment of symphonic tension. It ae- 
complished this tense, nerve lashed, 
melodramatic moment by merely 
sweeping into an almost trite musical 
burly burly which ended in a martial 
thythm that dangerously neared the 

tawdry, which in turn slipped into the 
quiet hymn-like melody that precedes 
the dreary aria of the blinded king. 

But no matter how your brain says 
coldly, “Old stuff. That is thus, ani 
so and so and thus,” your nerves quiver 
and respond as much as if Leoncavallo 
had discovered some miraculous new 
combination of musical sounds. The 
inescapable dramatie effect is there. 
And after all, isn’t that the important 


thing ?
